Abortion activist 
convicted in

Haitians tire of waiting, 
start own rebuilding

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Defying pleas to wait 
for Haiti’s reconstruction, 
families lugged heavy 
bundles of wood and tin up 
steep hillsides Friday to do 
the unthinkable: build new 
homes on top of old ones 
devastated in the earthquake. 


The defiance reflects growing 
anger and frustration among 
Haitians who complain that 
their leaders — and any 
rebuilding plans — are absent 
more than two weeks after the 
Jan. 12 earthquake damaged 
or destroyed thousands of 
homes in the capital.

The president and Republican 
House members took turns 
questioning and sometimes 
lecturing each other for more 
than hour at a Republican 
gathering in Baltimore. The 
Republicans agreed to let 
TV cameras inside, resulting 
in an extended, point-by- 
point interchange that was 
almost unprecedented in U.S. 
politics, except perhaps during 
presidential debates. 

With voters angry about 
partisanship and legislative 
logjams, both sides were eager 
to demonstrate they were 
ready to cooperate, resulting 
in the Republican invitation 
and Obama’s acceptance. 
After polite introductions, 
however, Friday’s exchange 
showed that Obama and the 
Republicans remain far apart 
on key issues, and neither 
side could resist the chance to 
challenge and even scold the 
other. 

Obama said Republican 
lawmakers have attacked 
his health care overhaul so 
fiercely, “you’d think that this 
thing was some Bolshevik 
plot.” His proposals are 
mainstream, widely supported 
ideas, he said, and they 
deserve some Republican 


votes in Congress. 

“I am not an ideologue,” the 
president declared. 

But Rep. Tom Price pointedly 
asked Obama: “What should 
we tell our constituents who 
know that Republicans have 
offered positive solutions” 
for health care, “and yet 
continue to hear out of the 
administration that we’ve 
offered nothing?” 

Obama showed little sympathy, 
disputing Price’s claim that a 
Republican plan would insure 
nearly all Americans without 
raising taxes. 

“That’s just not true,” said 
Obama. He called such claims 
“boilerplate” meant to score 
political points. 

At times it seemed more like 
Britain’s “question time” 

— when lawmakers in the 
House of Commons trade 
barbs with the prime minister 

— than a meeting between a 
U.S. president and members 
of Congress. 

Republican Conference 
Chairman Rep. Mike Pence 
defended Price on the health 
care proposals. He said a 
Republican agenda booklet 
given to Obama at the start of 
the session “is backed up by 
precisely the kind of detailed 
legislation that Speaker 
(Nancy) Pelosi and your 
administration have been busy 
ignoring for 12 months.” 


Obama shot back that he had 
read the Republican proposals 
and that they promise solutions 
that can’t be realized. 

In another barbed exchange, 
the president said some 
Republican lawmakers in the 
audience had attended ribbon¬ 
cutting ceremonies for projects 
in their districts funded by the 
2009 stimulus package that 
they voted against. 

Pence said Obama was 
trying to defend “a so-called 
stimulus that was a piecemeal 
list of projects and boutique 
tax cuts.” 

Obama replied, “When you 
say they were boutique tax 
cuts, Mike, 95 percent of 
working Americans got tax 
cuts.” 

“This notion that this was a 
radical package is just not 
true,” he said. 

Republicans are feeling 
energized after winning a 
Democratic Senate seat in 
Massachusetts, and Obama is 
trying to refocus his stalled 
agenda more onj obs thanhealth 
care. With Obama at a podium 
facing a hotel conference room 
full of Republicans, both sides 
jumped to the debate. 

“It was the kind of discussion 
that we frankly need to 
have more of,” said House 
Republican Whip Eric Cantor. 
“I’m having fun, this is great,” 
Obama said when Pence 


asked if he had time for more 
questions. 

“So are we,” said Pence. 

Some Republicans prefaced 
their questions with lengthy 
recitations of conservative 
talking points. The president 
sometimes listened 

impassively but sometimes 
broke in. 

Obama, a former law school 
professor, launched into 
lectures of his own at times. He 
warned lawmakers from both 
parties against demonizing 
a political opponent, 
because voters might find it 
incomprehensible if the two 
sides ever agree on anything. 
“We’ve got to be careful about 
what we say about each other 
sometimes, because it boxes 
us in in ways that makes it 
difficult for us to work together 
because our constituents start 


believing us,” Obama said. 
“So just a tone of civility 
instead of slash-and-bum 
would be helpful.” 

In his opening remarks, Obama 
criticized what he said was 
a Washington culture driven 
by opinion polls and nonstop 
political campaigns. 

“I don’t believe that the 
American people want us to 
focus on our job security, they 
want us to focus on their job 
security,” he said. 

The president acknowledged 
that Republicans have joined 
Democrats in some efforts, 
such as sending more U.S. 
troops to Afghanistan. But 
he said he was disappointed 
and perplexed by virtually 
unanimous Republican 

opposition to other programs, 
such as the economic stimulus 
bill. 
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Heavy snowfall buries southern Plains, heads east

NASHVILLE, Tenn. 
Southeastern states were bracing 
Friday for overnight snow and 
icy roads from a storm that has 
toppled Midwestern power lines, 
closed major highways, buried 
parts of the southern Plains in 
heavy ice and snow and left tens 
of thousands of people in the 
dark. 

As snow and sleet fell Friday 
in several Southeastern states, 
forecasters said some parts of the 
region could see up to a foot of 
accumulation. 

The heaviest snow was expected 
in Arkansas near the Missouri 
state line, northern Tennessee 
near the Kentucky and Virginia 
borders and western North 
Carolina, according to the 
National Weather Service. 

Mark Rose, a forecaster with 
the weather service’s Nashville 
office, called it “a major winter 
storm for this part of the country 
— heck, for any part of it.” 

In North Carolina, Interstate 26 
near Asheville and Interstate 40 
near Black Mountain were shut 
down Friday night after snow and 
icy roads caused multiple wrecks. 
Troopers said they expected the 
highways to remain closed until 
early Saturday. 

The storm left 13 inches of snow 
in the northern Texas Panhandle, 
where nearly all of Interstate 40 
from the Texas-Oklahoma line to 
New Mexico was closed for part 
of the day. 

More than 164,000 homes and 
businesses in Oklahoma were 
without power Friday evening, 
officials said. The outages were 
caused by a massive storm that 
left up to a half-inch of ice on 
trees and power lines. 

Gov. Brad Henry requested a 
federal disaster declaration for 
all 77 Oklahoma counties. 

“In some places, as far you can 
see there are hundreds of utility 
poles on the ground,” said Andrea 
Chancellor, spokeswoman for 
Public Service Co. of Oklahoma. 
She said it could be five days 
before electricity is restored to 
all customers. 

The storm has been blamed 
for the death of a 70-year-old 
Oklahoma woman in a propane 
explosion. 

The woman and her husband had 
apparently been using propane 
heaters to warm their house in 
Ada after the storm disrupted 
their electric service, Assistant 
Fire Chief Robby Johnson 
said. The woman, who was not 
identified, died and her husband 
was injured when a propane tank 


exploded Friday morning. 
Tennessee Gov. Phil Bredesen 
declared a state of emergency 
and state workers were sent 
home around lunch ahead of 
the worsening weather. Many 
businesses followed suit. 

States of emergency were also 
declared in Arkansas and parts of 
Virginia and schools closed early 
in northern Alabama. 

In Western Kentucky, shoppers 
at Murray Home & Auto store 
snatched up every available 
sled in anticipation of a heavy 
snow, said store manager Chris 
Burgess. Others grabbed shovels, 
kerosene heaters and chain saws, 
mindful of another winter storm a 
year ago that caused widespread 
power outages in the region. 
“They’re trying to be prepared 
this time,” Burgess said. 

The Nashville area saw up to 3 
inches of snow by late afternoon, 
and 1-40 traffic crawled toward 
Nashville International Airport 
for miles because of an accident. 
Snowfall was subsiding late 
Friday afternoon in Memphis 
after an estimated 3 inches had 
fallen. Most flights at Memphis 
International Airport were 
canceled, and Graceland stopped 
giving tours of the Elvis Presley 
home at midmorning. 

Memphis officials worried 
because temperatures were 
forecast to remain below freezing 
overnight, posing a threat of icy 
highways and falling tree limbs. 
General contractor Tom Baldwin, 
59, said he cut loose his crew at 
a downtown Nashville building 
at noon to give them time to get 
home safely. 

“I want to tell people to have 
some common sense out there,” 
he said. “Only because you have 
big four-wheel-drive doesn’t 
make you stop any quicker.” 

The steady snowfall didn’t keep 
Jason Martin from delivering 
beer to Lonnie’s Western Room 
in Nashville’s Printer’s Alley. 
“When it snows, everyone goes 
out and buys milk and eggs 
— and beer,” joked Martin, 37. 
“We’re like the Pony Express.” 
The Texas Department of 
Transportation closed 1-40 east 
and west of Amarillo on Friday 
but later reopened it. Downed 
power lines and icy, dangerous 
road conditions also temporarily 
closed a 50-mile stretch of 1-44 
southwest of Oklahoma City 
and parts of 1-40 in far western 
Oklahoma and eastern New 
Mexico on Thursday. 

The storm was good for business 
at the Days Inn and Suites in 


Guymon, Okla., where stranded 
travelers waited for road crews 
to clear U.S. Highway 54 of 
ice and snow, employee Rocky 
Bhagavan said. Sixteen of the 
hotel’s 35 rooms were occupied 
at the motel in the Oklahoma 
Panhandle, he said — twice as 
many as usual. 

“Most of the travelers decided to 
leave this morning. As soon as 
they got to the Texas border they 
had to come back,” Bhagavan 
said. 

Heide Brandes, spokeswoman for 
the Salvation Army in Oklahoma 
City, said the organization’s 
men’s shelter has been full since 
the slow-moving storm moved 
into the area Thursday. She said 
some of the 90 men in the shelter 
are homeless and sought relief 
when temperatures dropped to 
the mid-20s. 

Flights were canceled Friday 


morning at airports in Oklahoma 
City and Little Rock, Ark. 

Arkansas State Police warned 
people who were driving to work 


on Friday to be prepared to be 
stranded. Spokesman Bill Sadler 
encouraged motorists to bring 
blankets, water and snacks and to 
make plans for an overnight stay. 
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Republican 
Party adopts 
platform test

The Republican National 
Committee, pressed to find a 
way to more clearly distinguish 
itself from Democrats, on 
Friday adopted a rule that 
requiresRepublicancandidates 
to support the party’s platform 
to obtain financial support. 
The resolution, enacted by 
voice vote with no opposition 
at the party’s winter meeting 
here, is an alternative to a more 
stringent proposal that would 


have required Republican 
candidates to support 10 policy 
positions if they wanted party 
help. 

That proposal, sponsored by 
Indiana Republican National 
Committee member James 
Bopp and backed by the RNC’s 
more conservative members, 
was strongly opposed by party 
Chairman Michael Steele and 
a group of state party chairs. 
The alternative, offered by 
RNC member Bill Crocker 
of Texas, does not contain 
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STU1IR

a specific litmus test and 
thus grants party officials 
more flexibility in how to 
vet Republican candidates 
seeking party support. 

It urges leaders of local, state 
and national Republican 
parties to “carefully screen” 
the voting record and positions 
of Republican candidates 
that want party backing, 
and determine whether they 
“wholeheartedly support the 
core principles and positions” 
of the party as laid out in its 
platform. 

The platform is adopted 
every four years at the party’s 
presidential nomination 
convention. 

The new rule will not 
prevent support for moderate 
Republican candidates but 
will bar funding for those 
judged to be too far to the left, 
Crocker said. 

Crocker urged the party to 
“present candidates who will 
be attractive” to the public, 
including those upset with 
President Barak Obama’s 
spending policies.

Attorneys for Scott Roeder 
had hoped to argue for a 
lesser conviction of voluntary 
manslaughter, based on the 
defendant’s belief that the killing 
of Dr. George Tiller on May 31 
was justified to save the lives 
of unborn children. But the 
judge threw out that defense a 
day earlier, leaving the jurors 
to choose between a murder 
conviction or acquittal. 

Roeder, 51, of Kansas City, 
Missouri, admitted his actions 
on the witness stand. He faces 
a mandatory sentence of life in 
prison. 

Defense attorney Mark Rudy 
described his case as “helpless 
and hopeless.” 

“I’ve never seen anyone lay 
himself out as much as Mr. 
Roeder did,” Rudy said after the 
verdict, referring to his client’s 
confessions. 

Prosecutors carefully sidestepped 
the abortion debate as they laid 
out a case painting Roeder as 
a cold and careful killer who 
methodically planned his attack 
on Tiller, one of the only doctors 
in the U.S. to offer late-term 
abortions. 

But both sides of the abortion 
debate lined up to respond to the 
verdict. 

Abortion-rights advocates 

said the decision would send a 
message to the militant fringe of 
the anti-abortion movement. 
Vicki Saporta, president of the 
National Abortion Federation, 
said she hoped the verdict would 
be a “deterrent to those that that 
are considering following in 
Roeder’s footsteps.” 

“While the verdict won’t bring 
back Dr. Tiller, it was very 
important justice was done today 
for the safety and security of 
other abortion providers across 
the country and women’s ability 
to access abortion care,” Saporta 
said. 

Troy Newman, president of 
Wichita-based Operation Rescue, 
which organized protests against 
Tiller’s clinic, said “pro-life was 
not on trial. An insane man doing 
an insane thing was on trial.” 

He said Roeder “could have 
saved us about three weeks of 
taxpayers’ time and the city’s 
agony if he would have just 


confessed to it up front.” 

Roeder could be considered 
for parole after 25 years. But 
prosecutor Nola Foulston 
said she would seek to ensure 
that he serve at least 50 years 
before being eligible for parole. 
Sentencing was set for March 9. 
In the courtroom, Tiller’s family 
held hands and fought tears as 
the verdicts were read. Tiller’s 
widow, Jeanne, later released 
a statement saying that the jury 
had “reached a just verdict.” 

The family said it wanted Tiller 
to be “remembered for his legacy 
of service to women, the help he 
provided for those who needed 
it and the love and happiness he 
provided us as a husband, father 
and grandfather.” 

In a November jailhouse 
interview with The Associated 
Press, Roeder admitted shooting 
Tiller in the foyer of the Wichita 
church where the doctor was 
serving as an usher. On the 
witness stand, he testified he 
felt that Tiller placed the lives of 
unborn children in “immediate 
danger.” 

During closing arguments Friday, 
Rudy urged the jury to reject the 
murder charge. “No one,” he 
said, “should be convicted based 
on his convictions.” 

Rudy mentioned leaders who 
stood up for their beliefs, 
including slain civil rights leader 
Martin Luther King Jr. They were 
“celebrated individuals (who) 
stood up and made the world a 
better place.” 

“They leave their marks based 
on their words and deeds,” Rudy 
said. 

King, a Nobel Peace Prize 
laureate, was an outspoken 
advocate of non-violent civil 
disobedience. 

But prosecutor Kim Parker said 
Roeder was “simply guilty of 
the crime he has been charged 
with.” 

Prosecutor Ann Swegle told 
jurors to use their “common 
sense” and find Roeder guilty 
based not only on the state’s 
case but also on Roeder’s own 
testimony in which he described 
how he killed Tiller in a “planned 
assassination.” 

“There could be no other verdict 
in this case,” she said. 

Wearing a dark suit with a red tie, 
Roeder sat expressionless as the 
verdict was read. He moved his 
head toward the judge and to the 
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jury as each juror confirmed the 
decision. 

Tiller’s Wichita clinic was the 
focus of many protests and had 
been under investigation by a 
former state district attorney 
who accused the doctor of 
skirting Kansas’ abortion laws. 
In 2009, Tiller was acquitted 
of misdemeanor charges of 
violating Kansas restrictions on 
late-term abortions. 

Tiller’s Wichita clinic was the 
focus of many protests and had 
been under investigation by a 
former state district attorney 
who accused the doctor of 
skirting Kansas’ abortion laws. 
In 2009, Tiller was acquitted 
of misdemeanor charges of 
violating Kansas restrictions 
requiring a second opinion from 
a physician who is not affiliated 
to the one performing a late-term 
abortion. 

Kansas law says abortions on 
viable fetuses after the 21st week 
of pregnancy are allowed only if 
a woman or girl’s life is in danger, 
or if she faces a “substantial and 
irreversible impairment” of a 
major bodily function. Courts 
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have interpreted a major bodily 
function to include mental 
health. 

Roeder, the sole defense witness, 
testified Thursday that he 
considered elaborate schemes 
to stop the doctor, including 
chopping off his hands, crashing 
a car into him or sneaking into his 
home to kill him. 

But in the end, Roeder told jurors, 
the easiest way was to walk into 
Tiller’s church, put a gun to the 
doctor’s forehead and pull the 
trigger. 


“Those children were in 
immediate danger if someone did 
not stop George Tiller,” Roeder 
told jurors. 

But after hearing Roeder testify, 
District Judge Warren Wilbert 
ruled that his lawyers failed 
to show that Tiller posed an 
imminent threat and the jury 
could not consider a manslaughter 
verdict. 

Roeder was also convicted of 
aggravated assault for threatening 
two church ushers who tried to 
stop Roeder from fleeing. 
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Blair fights for his legacy, defends Iraq war

LONDON (AP) — He was right 
and he’d do it again. 

That was Tony Blair’s message 
Friday as he fought for his place 
in history against critics who 
contend it was folly to join the 
Americans in invading Iraq based 
on intelligence that was faulty 
and weapons of mass destruction 
that turned out not to exist. 

The highly anticipated testimony 
before an official inquiry into 
Britain’s role in the Iraq conflict 
provided both a reprise and a 
coda to the Blair years: The 
former prime minister showed 
his impressive rhetorical skills 
and high-minded principles, but 
left unanswered whether the war 
that defines his mixed legacy was 
justified. 

Many in the audience, including 
the relatives of soldiers and 
civilians killed in the war, were 
not impressed. Blair’s claim to 
have no regrets drew an angry 
outburst. As he left, one man 
stood up and shouted “You are 
a liar!” A second added: “And a 
murderer.” 

The six-hour session Friday 
capped a wide-ranging inquiry 
that since November has 
heard extensive evidence 
from government lawyers and 
ministers who raised doubts 
about the legality and wisdom of 
the 2003 Iraq invasion, which was 
extremely unpopular in Britain. 
The Iraq Inquiry panel plans to 
issue a report next year, but does 
not have a mandate to apportion 
blame or the power to bring any 


criminal charges. 

Many Britons blamed Blair for 
blindly following the Americans 

— he was dubbed “Bush’s 
poodle” and accused of making 
a backroom deal with the U.S. 
president. 

But while Blair showed signs of 
nerves during Friday’s testimony 

— even nibbling on the wings of 
his spectacles at one point — he 
was unrepentant as he defended 
the decision to topple Saddam 
Hussein and warned that today’s 
leaders face similar tough choices 
as they confront Iran over its 
nuclear program. 

“The decision I took — and 
frankly would take again — was, 
if there was any possibility that 
he could develop weapons of 
mass destruction, we would stop 
him,” Blair said. “It was my view 
then and that is my view now.” 
“This isn’t about a lie, or a 
conspiracy, or a deceit, or a 
deception,” Blair said. “It’s a 
decision. And the decision I had 
to take was, given Saddam’s 
history, given his use of chemical 
weapons, given the over 1 
million people whose deaths 
he had caused, given 10 years 
of breaking U.N. resolutions, 
could we take the risk of this 
man reconstituting his weapons 
program?” 

Blair said the Sept. 11 attacks 
changed everything, showing 
that religious fanatics were 
determined to inflict mass 
casualties. That made it too 
dangerous to leave Saddam in 
power, he said, because Saddam’s 
Iraq — or other rogue states, like 


North Korea or Iran — could 
form links to terror groups and 
attack the West. 

Blair conceded there were no 
known ties between Saddam and 
the al-Qaida architects of the 
9/11 atrocities, but said he feared 
such links could have developed 
if Saddam and his sons remained 
in power. 

Blair also insisted the U.S.-led 
invasion would have been called 
off had Saddam changed course 
and proved to U.N. inspectors that 
he had destroyed his arsenal. 
That was met with a rebuff by 
one panel member, renowned 
historian Sir Lawrence Freedman, 
who pointed out in acid tones 
that it would have been difficult 
for Saddam to prove he had 
dismantled weapons he didn’t 
have in the first place. 

Blair did acknowledge postwar 
planning was flawed. He said his 
government did not anticipate 
the role al-Qaida and Iran would 
play in destabilizing Iraq after the 
fall of Saddam. The government 
had planned for a humanitarian 
crisis but did not foresee the 
sectarian violence that followed 
the invasion, he said. 

The mood in the hearing room 
was strained. The audience 
included many with family killed 
in Iraq, and their presence added 
a sobering dose of reality to the 
legalistic jousting between Blair 
and the distinguished panel, 
which included knights and a 
baroness. 

Rose Gentle, whose 19-year-old 
son Gordon was killed in Iraq in 
2004, said she felt revulsion at 
Blair’s presence. 

“Actually, I felt sick,” she said. 
“He seemed to be shaking as 
well, which I am pleased about 
— the eyes of all the families 
were on him.” 


It was more raucous outside the 
Queen Elizabeth II Conference 
Center, where some 150 
protesters shouted slogans 
including “Jail Tony” and “Blair 
lied — thousands died,” while 
rows of police kept them away 
from the building. 

It was an uncomfortable return to 
the limelight for the once popular 
Blair, who swept to power with a 
landslide victory in 1997 but saw 
his strong bond with the British 
public disintegrate after the Iraq 
invasion. 

The bouncy step, easy smile 
and “Call me Tony” bonhomie 
of Blair’s early years was gone, 
replaced by a stem, lawyerly 
figure who found himself 
intermpted and contradicted by 
his skeptical inquisitors. 


He seemed defensive and 
sometimes exasperated; he 
is not a man accustomed to 
being intermpted, as happened 
frequently when he started to 
elaborate and digress. He showed 
signs of aging — a spreading 
bald spot, fine lines around his 
gray-blue eyes — but otherwise 
looked tanned and fit. 

At times, Saddam seemed to 
hover over the proceedings — 
hanged for his crimes in 2006 
but still vilified by Blair as evil 
incarnate. 

The other absent figure whose 
presence was strongly felt was 
former President George W. 
Bush, who early on enlisted 
Blair’s support for the Iraq 
invasion. 

Drinking Malvern spring 
water throughout the lengthy 
hearing, Blair denied falsifying 
intelligence to boost the case 
for military action or making an 
early commitment to Bush to use 
force against Saddam more than 
a year before Britain’s Parliament 
approved military action. 

He also said he did not pressure 
his attorney general, Peter 
Goldsmith, to change his view 
and assert that the invasion would 
be legal under international law. 
Blair also insisted the existing 
U.N. resolution offered sufficient 
authority for the invasion. 

Mark Wickham-Jones, a 

professor of political science at 
the University of Bristol, said 
Blair’s testimony would not 
change the view among Britons 
that the war had been a disaster 
that was Blair’s responsibility. 
“Iraq is the millstone around his 
neck,” Wickham-Jones said. “His 
legacy is Iraq, and the inquiry 
didn’t do him any favors.” 
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Peru evacuates last tourists from Nlachu Plcchu

MACHU PICCHU PUEBLO, 
Peru (AP) — Helicopters ferried 
out the last tourists stranded near 
Machu Picchu on Friday, leaving 
the country to contemplate a 
prolonged shutdown of its top 
tourist site. 

A total of 3,900 tourists and local 
people were flown out of the 
tiny mountain village of Machu 
Picchu Pueblo this week after 
mudslides and torrential rains on 
Sunday destroyed sections of the 
railway that is the only form of 
transit in and out of the village 
below the Machu Picchu citadel. 
The remaining 1,277 travelers 
were evacuated Friday as 
authorities raced to complete 
the job against darkening skies, 
police Col. Santiago Vizcarra 
told The Associated Press. 
Although the evacuation operation 
ended, rail operator Perurail said 
it will take months for workers to 
repair the railway that leads to the 
fabled Inca citadel. 

Authorities said Machu Picchu 
will remain closed for weeks 
until the government can repair 
roads and railroad tracks washed 
out by mudslides and the raging 
Urubamba River. 


Tourists mostly in their 20s and 
30s were the ones still waiting for 
a helicopter ride Friday from this 
village outside the famous ruins 
that are perched on an Andean 
mountain ridge at 8,000 feet 
(2,400 meters). Flights began as 
the sun rose to a clear sky over 
the shaggy, green Andean peaks. 
The hordes of outsiders caught in 
Machu Picchu Pueblo, a town of 
4,000 people, strained food and 
water supplies. 

Hotels overflowed, and travelers 
grew frustrated over chaotic relief 
efforts, price-gouging and scarce 
food. Many were left to eat from 
communal pots and bed down in 
train cars, outdoors and wherever 
they could find space. 

Sofie Mag, a 19-year-old from 
Frederiksberg, Denmark, said a 
manager at the Sanctuary Lodge, 
right next to the ruins and a 45- 
minute bus ride from Machu 
Picchu Pueblo, let her and other 
tourists sleep on the floor of the 
building’s restaurant. 

“It was free and we got food 
also,” Mag said. “We were very 
lucky to be up there. ... The first 
day was chaos.” 

Authorities closed the Inca trail, a 
popular four-day trek that ends in 
Machu Picchu, after a mudslide 
killed two people Tuesday. The 


trail also is likely to remain closed 
for weeks, although it has seldom 
been used at the height of the 
area’s rainy season in February. 
Rescue efforts weren complicated 
by bad weather and terrain — the 
village is wedged between a sheer, 
verdant mountainside and the 
Urubamba River. Rain prevented 
helicopters from landing in the 
town until after midday both 
Tuesday and Wednesday, but the 
skies stayed clear Thursday and 
much of Friday. 

Evacuations were conducted by 
age — oldest and youngest first. 
The last middle-aged tourists 
left Thursday from a makeshift 
helicopter clearing, while younger 
backpackers played football with 
locals and lent a hand stacking 
sandbags and clearing train 
tracks. When mudslides Sunday 
destroyed the railway, many 
hotels and restaurants raised 
prices exorbitantly. Tourists 
who could afford to do so paid 
the higher rates, while others 
spent days sleeping in train cars 
and waiting for delayed food 
shipments. 

Dina Sofamontanez, who runs 
Hostal El Inka, said she dropped 
prices when tourists ran out of 
money, while some hotels on the 
main avenue raised theirs fivefold 


up to $50 a night. 

“It’s all about money,” she said. 
When ATMs ran dry, many 
backpackers slept in the central 
plaza. “We had to eat what the 
locals gave us, out of communal 
pots,” 34-year-old Argentine 
tourist Sandra Marcheiani said. 
Some 400 Americans were said 
to be among those stranded when 


train service initially stopped. 
Karel Schultz, 46, of Niagara 
Falls, New York, said before 
being flown out Thursday that 
most Americans paid for beds 
and bought their own food, 
while those who slept in the 
streets were mostly backpackers 
from Argentina and other South 
American countries.

Few tents have been supplied, 
rubble remains strewn in many 
streets, and signs begging for 
help in English — not Haitian 
Creole — dot nearly every 
street comer in Port-au-Prince. 
It could take another month to 
get the 200,000 tents needed for 
Haiti’s homeless, said Marie- 
Laurence Jocelyn Lassegue, the 
culture and communications 
minister. Haiti now has fewer 
than 5,000 donated tents. 

In the concrete slum of Canape 
Vert, an area devastated by the 


quake, dozens of people were 
pooling their labor and getting 
on with rebuilding. 

“I have 44 years’ worth of 
memories in this house,” 
said Noel Marie Jose, 44, 
whose family was reinforcing 
cmmbling walls with tin and 
wood. 

“I got married here. I met my 
husband here. My mother 
braided my hair there where 
these walls used to stand,” 
Jose said. “Even if it’s unsafe, 
I can’t imagine leaving. Even 
if the government helps, it will 
come too late. This is how it is 
in Haiti.” 

Surrounding her, concrete 


homes were either cmshed or 
had toppled down a hill. Jose 
and other families said they 
were worried both about the 
coming rainy season and fears 
they may lose their plots after 
demolitions because they either 
lack clear title or the government 
does not want them to rebuild 
on land it considers unsafe. 
Reconstmction, resettlement 
and land titles are all priorities 
of the government of President 
Rene Preval — but so far in 
name only. The government has 
been nearly paralyzed by the 
quake — its own infrastructure, 
including the National Palace, 
was destroyed — and so far it 
has been limited to appeals for 
foreign aid and meetings with 
foreign donors that have yet to 
produce detailed plans for the 
emergencies it confronts. 

Its first priority is moving 
people from areas prone to more 
earthquakes and landslides into 
tent cities that have sanitation 
and security but have yet to 
be built. Preval has engaged 
in dozens of meetings with 
potential outside contractors 
to discuss debris removal, 
sanitation and other long-term 
needs. Albert Ramdin, assistant 
secretary of the Organization of 
American States, has offered 
help in creating a new Haitian 
land registry — a process that 
could take months if not years 
because countless government 
records were destroyed in the 
quake. 

Haitians ardently defend their 
property rights. If a family has 
occupied land for more than 
10 years, they gain ownership 
rights even without a deed. For 
some families, small homes 
have been passed on through 
the generations. Few Haitians 
have insurance, and the loss of 
what few assets they have has 
crippled countless families. 
Many have tired of living in 
tents improvised from tarps, 
sheets and bedspreads, opting 
to rebuild their homes rather 
than find new plots. 

Lassegue said such rebuilding 
wouldn’t be tolerated — and 
that the government wants 
to develop and implement a 
comprehensive reconstruction 
plan that might feature building 
codes, an anomaly in this 
impoverished nation. 

“We’ve been sleeping outside 
but the rains will come soon,” 
said Merilus Lovis, 27, taking 
wooden planks and erecting 
them for walls inside the 
foundation of his former home, 
where his wife and daughter 
died. “I’m scared of the floods 
on this hillside but I don’t think 
that God would let such bad 
things happen twice.”

Paul Louis, a 45-year-old 
porter, has started a business 
buying wood from scavengers 
and selling it on the street. He 
purchased a cracked and worn 
l-by-8-foot board for about $2 
and was selling it Friday for 
$3. 

“People are afraid to build with 
concrete now,” Louis said. 

In another neighborhood, 
people dug through destroyed 
homes to salvage materials. 
Women did the wash amid the 
ruins. 

“I have stayed, but I lost my 
home,” said Thomas Brutus, 
who lives perched precariously 
on a debris-strewn hillside in a 
shack made from the remains 
of destroyed homes. “So I made 
this little house, even though I 
know it’s dangerous. We have 
been here for 14 days and have 
received no help.” 

Many residents say they’re 
staying because they grow 
vegetables on their small 
plots. Thousands of others 
have swarmed to improvised 
tent camps, where Elisabeth 
Byrs, an official of the U.N.’s 
humanitarian coordination 
office, said there is a “major 
concern” about sanitation. 
About 200,000 people are in 
need of post-surgery follow¬ 
up treatment and an unknown 
number have untreated injuries, 
she said. 

In other developments: 

—Teams oflooters overwhelmed 
private security guards in 
the downtown commercial 
district, carting off refrigerators 
and washing machines as 
well as wood and steel from 
damaged businesses. Hundreds 
of bystanders protested the 
failure of Haitian police to stop 
them, and cheered “Viva U.S. 
military!” as a patrol from the 
U.S. 82nd Airborne Division 


came in to restore order. Police 
belatedly arrested the men. 

— Haiti hopes schools outside 
the capital not affected by 
the earthquake can open in 
coming weeks and that those 
not destroyed in Port-au-Prince 
could start operating in March, 
Lassegue said. An estimated 200 
schools in Port-au-Prince were 
destroyed or partially damaged, 
many of them collapsing on 
students. Getting children into 
schools would help protect 
them from predators taking 
advantage of the quake that 
orphaned unknown thousands 
and separated thousands more 
from their parents. Haiti has 
always had a problem with 
traffickers looking for child and 
sex slaves. 

— The United Nations asked 
for a $700 million agricultural 
investment fund for Haiti to 
boost food production and 
create jobs. The 18-month plan 
is part of the government’s 
strategy to rebuild the country, 
the U.N. Food and Agriculture 
Organization said. Top needs 
are seeds, tools and fertilizers 
so farmers can plan for spring 
planting season. 

“The food situation in Haiti was 
already very fragile before the 
earthquake and Haiti was highly 
dependent on food imports,” 
Alexander Jones, FAO’s 
emergency response manager 
in Haiti, said in a statement. 

— The United States has 
distributed some 43,000 radios 
to people in Port-au-Prince so 
they can hear public service 
announcements. 

— The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration said it had 
suspended operations in Haiti 
so its agents can focus on the 
disaster. Traffickers have long 
favored Haiti as a transit point 
for South American drugs. 
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Heavy fighting in Somali capital kills 19

(AP) — Islamist insurgents 
launched multiple attacks 
on government bases and 
African Union peacekeeping 
troops Friday and at least 19 
people, including women 
and children, were killed in 
the heaviest fighting in a day 
seen in Somalia’s capital in 
months. 

The battle came two days 
before President Sheik Sharif 
Sheik Ahmed marks his first 
year in power and underscored 
that his goal of ending violence 
in a nation shattered by nearly 
two decades of war remains as 
elusive as ever. 

More than 30 people were 
wounded in the hours-long 
fighting, said Ali Muse, the 
head of the ambulance service 
in Mogadishu. Residents 
cowered in their homes, 
unable to venture out as the 
warring sides pounded each 
other with artillery, mortars 
and machine guns. 

Sheik Ali Mohamud Rage, a 
spokesman for the insurgent 
al-Shabab group, said the early 
morning attacks were aimed 
at pre-empting an anticipated 
offensive against the Islamist 
militia, which controls much 
of southern regions, most of 
the capital and some central 
regions. 

Rage said two fighters al- 
Shabab fighters were killed. 
Barigye Bahoku, spokesman 
for the AU peacekeepers, 
said one of the force’s 5,100 
soldiers was injured. Muse 
said women and children were 
among those killed but didn’t 
know how many. 

Somali police spokesman 
Col. Abdullahi Hassan Barise 
said the insurgent attack was 
beaten back. 

After a lull throughout the day, 
fighting resumed for about 
30 minutes Friday evening. 
Gunshots could be heard in the 
southern part of Mogadishu. 
Ahmed Hassan said mortar 
shells hit the homes of his 
neighbors, killing four of 
them. Hassan said he and 
other men moved the bodies 


away from the wreckage to 
another house nearby. He also 
said there were five people 
wounded, but they could not 
take them to a hospital because 
it was night and it wasn’t safe 
to move around. 

When Ahmed was sworn in on 
Jan. 31, 2009, world leaders 
touted his government as the 
“best option” for Somalia. At 
the time, Ahmed was co-leader 
of an Islamic insurgency and 
there was hope he and his 
supporters would be able to 
draw in more of the Islamists 
and help stabilize the capital, 
which has been the epicenter 
of the Somali conflict. 

Foreign governments in April 
pledgedmorethan$250million 
in money and resources for 
Somalia’s fledgling security 
forces, but only a third has 
been delivered. 

Ahmed has been unable to ride 
a groundswell of support to 
put pressure on the insurgents 
and hasn’t established a 
national security force capable 
of defeating them, analysts 
say. Al-Shabab, which the 
U.S. State Department has 
designated as a terrorist 
organization with links to al- 
Qaida, and its Islamic Party 
ally strike government forces 
and installations and AU bases 
almost at will. 

“The key problem facing 
Ahmed’s government is the 
lack of a reliable force,” 
said Rashid Abdi of the 
International Crisis Group. 
The current army and police 
force has a reputation for 
corruption, with members 
even setting up extortion 
checkpoints in government- 
controlled areas. They refuse 
to allow cars and people to 
pass without them paying a 
fee — a throwback to the days 
when Mogadishu was divided 
among warlords whose 
militiaman extorted money at 
checkpoints. 

Ahmed ’ s government can ’ t pay 
its own security forces regular 
salaries because donors have 
been slow to release money, 
but when money does come 
in officials allegedly pad 
the payroll with nonexistent 


personnel. 

Abdi said the government 
must create a highly trained, 
highly motivated force with 
enough resources and regular 
salaries. 

Somalia’s humanitarian crisis, 
meanwhile, has gotten worse. 
The number of Somalis who 
need humanitarian aid has 
swelled from 1.8 million 
in January 2008 to 3.6 
million today even as the 
lack of security, particularly 
in southern Somalia, has 
forced many aid agencies to 
suspend operations. Earlier 
this month, the U.N. food 
agency suspended distribution 
of desperately needed aid 
because of attacks on its staff.

PASADENA, Calif. - HBO wasn’t looking for 
a political film when it asked Rosie O’Donnell 
to make a documentary about families, but 
realized in progress that it had one. 

“A Family Is a Family Is a Family: A Rosie 
O’Donnell Celebration” debuts Sunday 
evening (7 p.m. EST). It’s primarily children 
talking about their families: adopted children, 
those with two moms, those with two dads, 
those taken care of by a grandparent, single 
parents, multiracial blends. Oh, and a mother 
and a father living under the same roof. 

All were comfortable with their own families, 
even if some in society are not comfortable 
with all the different family configurations. 
“All children need to see their own lives 
reflected in the media and need to be included 
when there are discussions about family,” said 
O’Donnell, who has four children. 

“To vilify a whole group of people, or children, 
because of the sexual orientation of their 
parents, I don’t know if that does anything 
to help the next generation,” the 47-year-old 
comedian-actress said. 

Producers set out initially to find nontraditional 
families with the idea of comforting anxieties, 


showing these children that deep down, families 
are families. Seeing them all together made 
Sheila Nevins, head of HBO’s documentary 
unit, see that it was making a political point. 
With the effort to be all-inclusive, Nevins said 
that near the end, she realized they hadn’t talked 
to enough families with a married mother and 
father. 

“There are no endorsements,” she said. “It’s 
just kids expressing what it means to be in a 
family.” 

Some animation and music from the likes of 
Ziggy Marley singing with his mother and 
sister complement the kids. Two moms are 
shown preparing to get married with their 
children involved, two dads say a prayer at the 
kitchen table with the daughter they adopted, 
and three brothers who live with their mother 
and grandmother mug for the camera. 

Even her own children sometime struggle with 
issues of family identity, with adoption and test- 
tube conception, O’Donnell said. She asked all 
four what would be their ideal family and got 
four different answers, including one who said 
a mother and father. 

O’Donnell and Nevins talked about whether 
O’Donnell and her family should be in the film, 
particularly as it was being made at a period

of transition with O’Donnell and her partner Kelli Carpenter 
separating.

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Stocks pare gains even as GDP surges 5.7 percent

NEW YORK - Stocks gave up 
their gains and were narrowly 
mixed Friday afternoon as 
investors questioned the 
economy’s ability to sustain a 
big fourth-quarter growth rate. 
Disappointing earnings at 
technology companies pulled 
stocks down from an early 
gain. 

The market was heading 
toward a loss for January on 
the last trading day of the 
month. 

The Commerce Department 
said gross domestic product, 
the broadest measure of the 
economy, expanded at an 
annual rate of 5.7 percent 
during the fourth quarter, 
easily topping forecast of 
4.5 percent. The strong GDP 
growth, coupled with an upbeat 
report on manufacturing in the 
Midwest, reassured investors 
that the economy is continuing 
its recovery. 

However, the report also 
raised questions about the 
sustainability of a recovery. 
Most of the fourth-quarter 
growth came from companies 
replenishing low inventories. 
Rebuilding inventories tends 
to create just a temporary 
bump in economic growth. 
“The GDP report looks shiny 
and new on the surface,” said 
Alan Gayle, senior investment 
strategist for RidgeWorth 
Investments. “But once you 
open up the hood, you start to 
see its not as great as on the 
outside.” 

Michael Sheldon, chief market 
strategist at RDM Financial 
Group said that the report 
“is going to leave doubts” in 
the minds of investors who 
are looking for consistent 
economic improvement. 
Questions about the recovery 
just add another concern to 
market that has halted a 10- 
month rally. Investors were 
already uneasy after China 


said it was trying to limit its 
economicgrowthandPresident 
Barack Obama announced 
plans for a major overhaul of 
banking regulations. Shares 
have fallen sharply since 
hitting a 15-month high last 
week. 

In afternoon trading, the Dow 
rose 42.85, or 0.4 percent, to 
10,163.31. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 1.40, 
or 0.1 percent, to 1,085.93, 
while the Nasdaq composite 
index fell 4.13, or 0.2 percent, 
to 2,174.87, lagging the 
other indicators following a 
disappointing earnings report 
from Microsoft Corp. 

The Chicago Purchasing 
Managers Index rose more 
than expected, providing some 
evidence the manufacturing 
sector, at least in the Midwest, 
is rebounding as well. The 
Chicago PMI climbed to 
61.5 in January from 58.7 
last month. Economists were 
expecting a reading of 57.5 
for January. 

The Chicago report is 
seen as a precursor to the 
national Institute for Supply 
Management report that is due 
out Monday. 

While the economic news 
was somewhat reassuring, 
the market is still wary about 
government plans to increase 
the regulation of banks. 
Obama’s calls last week to 
restrict the size of banks and 
to limit risky trading by big 
financial institutions helped 
spark the sell-off in stocks. 
Since first announcing the 
plan, Obama has provided 
few specifics about how far 
the restrictions would go in 
limiting bank trading. 
“Political uncertainty always 
gets people nervous,” said 
Peter Zuger, co-portfolio 
manager of the Touchstone 
Mid Cap Value fund. 

The unknowns coming out 
of Washington have helped 
stall the rally that sent the 


S&P 500 up 60.3 percent. 
But one political worry was 
put to rest Thursday when 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bernanke won Senate 
confirmation for a second 
term. 

Investors are also concerned 
about the Chinese government 
trying to limit rapid growth in 
that country. China has forced 
banks to hold more money 
in reserve as it looks to curb 
lending to avoid speculative 
bubbles and inflation. 

A potential slowdown in 
China’s growth has hurt the 
stocks of U.S. companies that 
rely heavily on exports. 

The market’s recent retreat 
has more than offset gains 
seen earlier in the month, 
which could be a sign for 
how the rest of the year will 
unfold for stocks. Since 
1950, the S&P 500’s full- 
year direction has matched 
its January performance more 
than 90 percent of the time, 
according to the Stock Trader’s 
Almanac. 

Advancing stocks 

outnumbered decliners by 


about 6 to 5 on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 522.1 million 
shares, compared with 443.2 
million traded at the same 
point Thursday. 

F ourth-quarter earnings 
reports continued, and 
extended the pattern of mixed 
results among the companies 
that have already reported. 
Microsoft said late Thursday 
it beat analysts’ expectations, 
but the company reported 
slow spending on software 
by corporations. Analysts say 
companies can no longer get 
by just beating expectations; 
they need to show revenue 
growth and signs of future 
strengthening. 

The company’s stock fell 59 
cents, or 2 percent, to $28.57. 
It was the second straight 
day worries about technology 
companies’ outlooks hurt the 
market. 

Bond prices dipped Friday. 
The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, rose 
to 3.65 percent from 3.64 
percent late Thursday. 


The dollar rose against other 
major currencies, while gold 
prices fell. The dollar has been 
strengthening as concerns 
remain about sovereign debt 
in Europe, especially Greece. 
The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies rose 2.05, 
or 0.3 percent, to 609.98. 

Overseas markets were 
mixed. Asian stocks stumbled 
on disappointing company 
forecasts and Toyota’s recall 
of millions of cars, while 
Europe’s major indexes rose 
following a report that showed 
inflation remained relatively 
benign in the 16 countries 
that use the euro and the 
strong U.S. GDP report. Low 
inflation paves the way for 
the European Central Bank to 
keep its key interest rate as a 
historic low of 1 percent. 
Japan’s Nikkei stock fell 2.1 
percent, while Hong Kong’s 
Hang Seng dropped 1.2 
percent. Britain’s FTSE 100 
rose 0.8 percent, Germany’s 
DAX index gained 1.2 percent, 
and France’s CAC-40 climbed

Warner brings end to stirring 12-year NFL career

TEMPE, Arizona (AP) — 
Kurt Warner has called an end 
to one of the great storybook 
careers in NFL history. 

The 38-year-old quarterback 
announced his retirement 
from the game on Friday after 
a dozen years in a league that 
at first rejected him, then 
revered him as he came from 
nowhere to lead the lowly 
St. Louis Rams to two Super 
Bowls, winning the first of 
them. 

Written off as a has-been, he 
rose again to lead the long- 
suffering Arizona Cardinals to 
the Super Bowl a year ago. 
Warner, a man of deep faith 
who carried a Bible to each 
post-game news conference, 
walked away with a year left 
on a two-year, $23 million

Bosh, 7 first-timers

NEW YORK (AP) — Local products Chris Bosh of Toronto 
and Deron Williams of Utah are headed back to Dallas for next 
month’s NBA All-Star game, which will include seven first¬ 
time selections. 

The Boston Celtics and Atlanta Hawks each had two players 
picked as reserves on Thursday for the Feb. 14 game at 
Cowboys Stadium in Arlington. Paul Pierce and Raj on Rondo 
were chosen from the Celtics, while the Hawks are sending Joe 
Johnson and A1 Horford. 

Rondo and Horford will both make their first All-Star 
appearances, as will Oklahoma City swingman Kevin Durant, 
Charlotte’s Gerald Wallace, Memphis forward Zach Randolph, 
Chicago’s Derrick Rose and Williams. 

Among those missing out were New York’s David Lee and Los 
Angeles Clippers center Chris Kaman. 

Bosh, from Dallas, is an All-Star for the fifth straight season. 
“Just to be able to be an All-Star year in and year out, that’s 
a special feeling, but the fact that it’s in Dallas is kind of a 
bittersweet thing,” Bosh said. “Sweet because I get to play in 
front of my home crowd and it’s bitter because everybody wants 
tickets.” 

Bosh, Pierce and Johnson are the only reserves on the Eastern 
Conference roster with All-Star game experience. 

“There’s going to come a day that they don’t pick me,” Pierce 
said. “So every time I get a chance to make it, it’s definitely an

honor.”

His opportunities 
over the next two years were 
scattered and even when 
coach Ken Whisenhunt took 
over in 2007, Warner was the 
backup to Matt Leinart. 

But when Leinart went down 
with an injury five games 
into the season, Warner got 
his chance. He started 48 of 
the remaining 49 games of 
his career. Warner leaves the 
game with a legacy that could 
land him in the Hall of Fame 
even though he didn’t get his 
first start until he was 28. 

In a comparison with the 14 
quarterbacks to make the Hall 
of Fame in the last 25 years, 
Warner has a better career 
completion percentage, yards 
per pass attempt and yards per 
game. Only Dan Marino had 
more career 300-yard passing 
games.

Points, Imada tied for 
lead at Torrey Pines

SAN DIEGO (AP) — D.A. 
Points saved his best golf for 
the tougher course at Torrey 
Pines and wound up in a 
share of the second-round 
lead with Ryuji Imada in the 
Farmers Insurance Open on 
Friday. 

Points avoided a shaky start 
with a series of good par 
saves, then finished strong 
with an eagle and a birdie 
over the final four holes on 
the South Course for a 7- 
under 65. Imada also played 
the South, which hosted the 
U.S. Open in 2008, and shot 
a 68. 

Imada, who was runner-up to 
Tiger Woods by eight shots 
in 2008 at the U.S. PGA 
Tour event, has yet to make 
a bogey. 

They were at 11-under 133, 
giving them a head start 
going into the weekend when 
it’s far easier to keep track of 
who’s doing well. 

Torrey Pines has two of the 
most distinct courses on 
the U.S. PGA Tour, with 
the South playing 2Vi shots 
easier than the North. Points 
apparently didn’t get the 
memo. 

“Funny enough, I’ve played 
this course a lot more than 
I’ve played the other one, 


and I feel pretty comfortable 
out here,” he said. 

They were two strokes ahead 
of Matt Every, who had a 70 
on the South, and Michael 
Sim of Australia, who had 
a tournament-best 62 on the 
North Course and finished 
with an eagle. 

Robert Allenby, who opened 
with a 67 on what he called 
the “real course” — the South 
— didn’t fare quite as well 
on the North as he struggled 
on the bumpy greens. He 
still had a 69 and was three 
shots back going into the 
weekend. 

Phil Mickelson didn’t go as 
low as he wanted, but he also 
finished with a flourish for a 
67 that left him only four shots 
behind in his first tournament 
of the year. Mickelson spent 
most of his time after the 
round answering questions 
about the old Ping wedge in 
his bag with square grooves, 
and Scott McCarron accusing 
him of “cheating” for using 
it. 

“I think he’s saying the rule 
is a terrible rule,” Mickelson 
said. 

More important to Mickelson 
is having a chance on a 
hometown course that has 
befuddled him since the 
South Course was revamped 
to accommodate a U.S. 


Open. Mickelson is a three¬ 
time winner at Torrey Pines, 
but not since 2001. A victory 
this week would be his third 
in four starts, something he 
has never done in his career. 
The final two rounds are held 
on the South Course, and 
some believe the tournament 
doesn’t really start until 
Saturday. 

Points, with a 36-hole lead for 
only the third time, relishes 
two more days on the South. 
He not only played the U.S. 
Open, but the Junior World 
Championship at Torrey 
Pines twice. That brought 
back some sour memories, 
although it had nothing to do 
with his scores. Points said he 
tied for seventh at the Junior 
Worlds in his last year, which 
qualified him to compete in a 
junior event in Japan. 

“Like a stupid kid, I didn’t 
go to Japan,” he said. “I went 
and played in the Maxfli 
Junior PGA because it was on 
ESPN, and I thought it would 
be cool to be on TV rather 
than to have the experience 
of going to Japan. I kind of 
regret that part.” 

Twenty players were 
separated by five shots going 
into the weekend on a course 
that can be punishing for 
short hitters who aren’t in 
the fairway, and everyone

who can’t judge the distance 
to reach the proper spots on 
the greens. 

Mickelson struggled on the 
greens, missing three birdie 
opportunities in a span of 
four holes. The other was the 
323-yard second hole, where 
he pounded a driver that 
barely cleared a bunker and 
hopped onto the green for a 
two-putt birdie. 

“I didn’t have many birdie 
putts, but I was able to make 
all the tough par putts and

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Federer advances to 
Australian Open final

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) — Roger Federer is 
through to his 22nd Grand Slam final after defeating 
Jo-Wilfried Tsonga 6-2, 6-3, 6-2 in a near-flawless 
display Friday at the Australian Open. 

Federer, seeking his fourth Australian title, hopes 
to reverse his tear-filled exit from last year’s final 
when he was beaten by Rafael Nadal, the left- 
handed Spaniard’s first hard-court title. 

This time, the man between Federer and another 
title here Sunday will be Andy Murray, whose 
motivation has been fueled by a 74-year drought for 
British men in Grand Slam singles. He’s taking part 
in his second final, having been beaten at the U.S. 
Open in 2008 by Federer. 

Murray beat Marin Cilic in the Australian Open 
semifinals after ousting Nadal in the quarterfinals. 
Now, hopes are high in the United Kingdom that 
he could be the first British man since Fred Perry in 
1936 to win a major singles title. 

“I know he’d like to win the first for British tennis 
since what is it, 150,000 years?” Federer joked to 
the crowd amid much laughter. “The poor guy who 
has to go through those moments over and over 
again ... “ 

Later, Federer, in a calm, casual way, sent some 
verbal shots to Murray. 

“I don’t feel like the pressure’s really on me having 
to do it again, because I did it before,” said Federer, 
who has won a record 15 Grand Slam singles titles. 
“I think he really needs it more than I do. So I think 
the pressure’s big on him. We’ll see how he’s going 
to handle it. It’s not going to be easy for him, that’s 
for sure.” 

If Federer plays Sunday the way he did Friday 
against Tsonga, the drought could continue for at 
least another Grand Slam. 

“Don’t mess with Roger,” one fan wrote on a sign 
at Rod Laver Arena. And the shell-shocked Tsonga 
didn’t. 

Federer reached his 18th final in the last 19 Grand 
Slam events by overpowering the 2008 Australian 
Open finalist. His semifinal loss here to Novak 
Djokovic in 2008 being the only break in the finals 


sequence. 

Federer did not face a break point against Tsonga. 
“It’s nice going through a match like that,” Federer 
said. “I think against top players, it’s always positive 
if you can win the first set.” 

“Maybe mentally he was more fatigued than 
physically,” added Federer. “That’s unfortunate for 
him.” 

Tsonga hit a backhand into the net on break point 
to give Federer a 2-1 lead in the third set, and the 
match was all but over. The 24-year-old Frenchman 
double-faulted on break point to give Federer a 4-1 
lead in the third, and Federer clinched it on his serve 
in 88 minutes when Tsonga hit a forehand wide. 
“Yes, there are moments when it’s frustrating where 
you can’t put the ball where you want it and you 
make mistakes,” Tsonga said. 

Asked to provide advice to Murray, Tsonga said: 
“Be ready to run.” 

Earlier Friday, Serena and Venus Williams won 
their fourth Australian Open doubles title, beating 
Cara Black and Liezel Huber 6-4, 6-3. 

The Williams sisters broke Huber’s service to open 
the second set and won the match when they again 
broke Huber, clinching it on a winning reflex volley 
by Serena. The sisters high-fived each other at the 
side of the court after the win. 

The Williams sisters won the Australian title for 
the first time in 2001 and added championships in 
2003 and last year. Black, of Zimbabwe, and Huber, 
a South African-born American citizen, won the 
Australian Open doubles title in 2007 and were the 
top-seeded team in the tournament this year. 

Serena has 11 singles majors and is hoping for a 
12th in the Australian Open final on Saturday 
against Justine Henin. 

Henin’s stunning success comes only two 
tournaments into her return from a 20-month 
retirement, a comeback that the Belgian herself 
has called “extraordinary” and Williams called an 
“amazing” story. 

“It’s more than a dream for me,” Henin said Friday. 
“The challenge of facing the No. 1 player in the 
world is magnificent.” 

Henin and Williams both agree that their center-

court showdown will be as much a mental battle as a physical one.

The two have played 13 times, including six Grand Slam showdowns 
that went as far as only the semifinals. Williams holds a 7-6 edge in 
their overall matchups. In Grand Slams, Henin leads 4-2. 

Henin has said she was inspired to return to tennis in part by the 
comeback of fellow Belgian Kim Clijsters, who won the U.S. Open 
after taking off two years to get married and have a baby. 

The return of Henin and Clijsters has restored some life and rivalries 
to the women’s game, which has many promising newcomers but 
suffered some lackluster finals in their absence. 

If Williams wins, she will tie Billie Jean King for a career total 
of 12 major singles titles.

“I would think that we are the 
favorites,” Montoya said. “I 
think everybody is looking to 
knock us off again. We won 
three in a row, and we finished 
second last year. This year, it 
would be nice if we had two 
cars in contention. It would be 
fun if we could make that like 
a one-two finish.” 


The loss has made Ganassi 
more determined than ever to 
reclaim the title. 

Montoya and his teammates 
complained last year that their 
car was too slow and couldn’t 
compete with some of the 
other Daytona Prototypes. 
They believe now, for the 
most part, the cars are up to 
speed and keeping up won’t 
be a problem. 

“As long as I don’t lose six 
or seven car lengths on the 
straightaway, I’ll be fine,” 
Montoya said. “But when we 
were losing what I was losing 
last year on the straight, it 
wasn’t even funny. Hopefully 
now, I drive, give it to the next 
guy and hope by the time I 
wake up I’m still in the race.” 
Ganassi’s cars aren’t the 
only ones featuring big-name 
drivers crossing over to Grand- 


Am. 

Four-time NASCAR 

champion Jimmie Johnson 
headlines the GAINSCO/Bob 
Stallings Racing team that has 
had a rough week of practice. 
Johnson damaged the rear of 
the No. 99 Chevrolet Riley on 
Thursday when he slammed 
into a wall trying to avoid a 
slower car. 

The No. 99 car missed 
qualifying because of the 
wreck and will begin last in 
45th place. The team worked 
overnight to get the car 
back on the track on Friday, 
and Johnson said the crash 
shouldn’t change the way they 
run because the length of the 
race makes starting position 
less important. 

Max Angelelli took the pole on 
Thursday, and Ozz Negri will 
start outside him on the front 


row. The No. 02 Ganassi led 
by Montoya will start fourth, 
and the No. 01 will be fifth. 
Donohue will be seventh with 
Brumos Racing. 

Johnson says that even with 
all he has accomplished in 
NASCAR, he’d like to win a 
24 Hours title. 

“It would be really high on 
my list of accomplishments 
because it’s so different than 
the rest of the stuff I run,” 
he said. “It’s a helluva an 
adventure.” 

One that won’t be easy. 

Most NASCAR drivers 
said the toughest part about 
weaving around the 3.5-mile 
(5.7-kilometer) road course 
— not including the winding 
infield, the NASCAR oval’s 
high banks and the narrow 
turns — is navigating through 
traffic. Especially with 


Daytona Prototypes running 
straightaway speeds at least 
20 mph (30 kph) faster than 
the GT cars that will also be 
racing. 

Then there’s trying to rest 
amid the endless endurance 
race. Switching drivers. The 
different strategy. 

All things Ganassi does best. 
For Donohue, that’s what made 
his win for Brumos so special. 
He said the recognition he 
received from other drivers 
and crew members was 
overwhelming. 

But winning once might not 
be enough to be on Ganassi’s 
level. 

“I never would have guessed 
one race win would have 
meant so much, but it has,” 
Donohue said. “But I guess 
we have to repeat to get that 
level of attention.”

A selection of 
fresh lettuces and vegetables may 
be standard for most salad bars, 
but Texas de Brazil’s version goes 
a gourmet twist further, treating 
the palate to additional items like 
marinated portabella mushrooms, 
sweet roasted bell peppers, hearts 
of palm, sundried tomatoes, im¬ 
ported cheeses—including fresh 
buffalo mozzarella—sushi, home¬ 
made soups, and much more. 

The salad bar is included in the 
continuous service meal with un¬ 
limited choices from the grilled 
meats, but for vegetarians or the 
non-meat eaters, a special price 
is offered for just the salad bar.

Bloody Coincidence: Murders of Bulgarian 

Mafia Bosses on Butch Soil

“Bulgarian criminals don’t feel 
very well on Dutch soil. They 
prefer countries such as those 
in Eastern Europe or Spain, 
for example. They don’t like 
the northern European states 
much.” 

This is the opinion of Slavi 
Angelov, top investigative 
journalist from the 24 Chasa 
Daily, who is known for his 
investigations of the Bulgarian 
mafia, and is the author of 
several best-selling books 
about it. 

Angelov points out that 
in general, the Bulgarian 
“organized crime” - which 
has become something of a 
catch phrase for Bulgaria in 
the European media - i.e. 
groups of that kind are not 
really strong outside the 
country - unlike mafias from 
the former Yugoslav republics, 
for example, who have much 
longer histories and whose 
members had the opportunity 
to travel to the West long before 


1989 (when the Bulgarians 
got it). 

There seems to be little 
presence of Bulgarian 
organized crime groups in the 
Netherlands - except for the 


general international criminal 
contacts which appear to be 
somewhat of a given in that 
kind of activity. 
Yet,whenthinkingoforganized 
crime in Bulgaria, one cannot 
skip the fact that two of the 
most famous Bulgarian mafia 
bosses were murdered abroad. 
The murders, of course, were 
plotted by their enemies back 
home. And what is interesting 
is that both of those murders 
took place on Dutch soil. 

Poli Pantev - the Unfulfilled 
Monster 

“Had he not made such a bad 
mistake so early, today Poli 
Pantev would have been a 
real monster because of his 
strong character and abilities,” 
Angelov told Novinite.com in 
an interview (to be released). 
Pantev was born in 1961. He 
was a quiet and outstanding 
student in high school but 
after he served in the army, 
he went through much of the 
activities of typical for the 
Bulgarian crime bosses in the 
late 1980s and early 1990s. 
He was involved in robberies, 
currency exchange frauds, car 
theft rings, racketeering. One 
thing that really set him apart 
from the majority of Bulgarian 


crime bosses is that unlike 
most of them he was never a 
wrestler or a sportsman. (As 
wrestlers and other sportsmen 
formed the backbone of the 
Bulgarian organized crime in 
the 1990s.) 

At the beginning of the 1990s 
Poli Pantev was already 
one of the “senior officers” 
of the first really powerful 
organized crime group VIS, 
headed by former wrestler 
Vasil Iliev. When VIS - which 
was basically a security 

- read: “racketeering” - 
company - was pressured 
by the authorities - it was 
transformed into “VIS-2” 

- an insurance - again read: 
“racketeering” (and much 
more than that, of course) 

company. This formal 
switching from security to 
insurance is rumored to have 
been the brainchild of Poli 
Pantev. 

Even before the murder of 
its boss Vasil Iliev in 1995, 
some of the top leaders of VIS 
broke up from it, and went on 
to found its major competitor 

- SIC. Poli Pantev switched 
to SIC in the mid-1990s 
becoming a top “executive” of 
the organization. However, he 
is generally believed to have 


been more of an independent 
boss, setting up his own 
businesses, though often in 
partnership with other SIC 
bosses. 

Never having been a 
“godfather”, i.e. the very 
top boss of the Bulgarian 
mafia, Poli Pantev is known 
for being extremely shrewd, 
impertinent, and brutal. By 
the late 1990s, his power was 
growing, and he was gaining 
very strong positions in a 
number of spheres. A known 
“trivia” fact is that he was the 
first Bulgarian gangster to buy 
a Thai prostitute all the way 
from Thailand who is known 
to have quickly become very 
popular. 

In 1997, he took over most 
of the drug market in Sofia. 
Shortly after that, he and the 
drugs “executive” of VIS, 
Metodi Metodiev, known as 
Meto Ilienski, hammed out a 
deal splitting the Sofia drug 
market 50:50, and even held 
weekly meetings in order to 
keep the peace between the 
dealers controlled by each of 
them.

In 1999, Poli Pantev sent his 
men to try to steal 600 kg of 
cocaine from a storehouse in 
Southwestern Bulgaria. The 
cocaine had recently arrived 
from Columbia via Greece, 
through the control of Dutch 
intermediary. Despite the fact 
that Pantev gets his hands on 
only part of the amount, there are 
rumors he was eventually killed 
because of that. 

According to Angelov’s 
publications, Pantev was 
murdered as a result of a rift in 
SIC in which he, together with 
the Margiun Brothers - Krasimir 
Marinov and Nikolay Marinov, 
and Dmitry Minev, aka the 
Russian (killed in 2004) were 
pitted against Mladen Mihalev, 
aka Madzho, and Milcho Bonev, 
aka Bai Mile (killed in 2004). 
The rift started over the murder 
of Emil Petrov, a construction 
businessman close to Pantev’s 
wing. 

Pantev proved to be a hard person 
to kill. The first attempt on his 
life was in July 2000 when an 
assassin with an RPG who shot 
at Pantev’s armored jeep near his 
penthouse close to the Sofia zoo; 
however, the assassin was too 
close to the target and the shell 
failed to explode. 

One of the strongest blasts in Sofia 
ever happened on November 15, 
2000, in the Ambassador Hotel, 
where a Russian named Alexandr 
Romanov and an Armenian 
named Artashes Ovsepyan were 
blown up as they mishandled a 
bomb (10-12 kg of TNT) which 
was supposed to be used to kill 
Pantev. 

The end of the brutal criminal 
boss, however, came on Dutch soil 
as in February 2001, his girlfriend 
Petya picked a destination for 
an exotic Caribbean holiday. 
Flying via Amsterdam, Pantev 
and Petya and two friends of 
their went to the island of Aruba 
in February 2001. It is there that 
Pantev - who was without any 
bodyguards - was shot in the 
head in a hotel lobby by a man 
with one accomplice. The two of 
them disappeared on a motorbike, 
and were never captured; they 
entered Aruba with Slovenian 
passports. 

Even though some rumors 
claims that Pantev went to Aruba 
in order to negotiate with Fatin 
American drug barons, most 


evidence suggests that he was 
simply on a vacation, and that the 
Dutch-governed Caribbean island 
proved to be an appropriate place 
for his enemies to eliminate him. 

Konstantin Dimitrov - the Rags- 
to-Riches Boss of Bulgarian 
Contraband 

In December 2003, a Dutch TV 
channel reports that a Bulgarian 
criminal boss is the first ever 
victim of a gangland murder in 
the city of Amsterdam carried 
out in broad daylight. 

The victim is the man who 
practically controls Bulgaria’s 
customs - Konstantin Dimitrov, 
aka Kosyo Samokovetsa (named 
after his native town of Samokov) 
who several years ago had been 
just a modest bandit. 
Samokovetsa was bom in 1970. 
In the early 1990s, he was one of 
the boys hanging out as guards of 
VIS boss, Vasil Iliev. Rumor has 
it that one time above-mentioned 
Poli Pantev in a fit of fury ran 
into Vasil Iliev’s office chasing 
Dimitrov because the latter had 
beaten one of his men. As Iliev 
protected the young Dimitrov, 
the whole incident ended with a 
hearty laugh. 

Dimitrov’s path crosses many 
times with that of Pantev, and 
even though the two formally 
belong to different groups - VIS 
and SIC - in the late 1990s 
Dimitrov becomes a neighbor of 
Pantev with a penthouse of his 
own near the Sofia Zoo. 
Samokovetsa rises to prominence 
in Bulgaria’s underworld in 1999 
when through a scheme with 
customs officials he manages 
to take control of the Kapitan 
Andreevo crossing point on 
the border with Turkey. He is 
detected to have had connections 
with senior officers from the anti¬ 
mafia police units - including 
the top Operational Information 
Directorate, and even with 
people from the mling party at 
that time - the right-wing Union 
of Democratic Forces. 

Gradually, Dimitrov’s people take 
over all major Bulgarian customs. 
They collect “customs duties” 
for him, which actually most 
firms don’t mind paying because 
they are smaller than the official 
state-imposed duties. In 2000- 
2001, Dimitrov’s smuggling 
revenue was estimated to be 
about BGN 10 M per month. The 
only person he is accountable to 
is Georgi Iliev (aka Zhoro Iliev),

who inherits his brother’s empire 
after Vasil Iliev was killed in 
1995. Zhoro Iliev was himself 
murdered in 2005. 

Even though some stories 
claim Dimitrov’s murder was 
organized by Iliev who started to 
be concerned about the growing 
power of the former, in his book 
investigative journalist Slavi 
Angelov says - citing sources 
from the Bulgarian police - that 
Dimitrov was killed as a result of 
a fight with some of the bosses of 
SIC. 

The incident happened in 
the Escape disco club in the 
Studentski Grad Quarter in 
Sofia in November 2003 when 
Krasimir Marinov, aka the Big 
Marguin and Dmitry Minev 
from SIC insulted a woman that 
Dimitrov was with at a nearby 
table. Dimitrov responded by 
giving them the finger, which 
within seconds led to a mass fight 
and shooting involving some 40- 
50 guards. Samokovetsa is saved 
by his bodyguards, and flies off 
to Holland shortly after that. 
Dimitrov went to the Netherlands 
rather often. He intended to set up 
a company there, and even took 
a course required for that. The 
Dutch police had been following 
him at the signals of the Bulgarian 
police. 

On December 6, 2003, Dimitrov 
was killed on the Dam Square 
in Amsterdam while he was 
in his car right in front of the 
Amsterdam Diamond Center, the 
largest diamond store in the city. 
He was without bodyguards, and 
accompanied only by a Bulgarian 
model, Tsetsi Krasimirova, 
who suffered a light wound 
by a ricocheting bullet. The 
Dutch police captured quickly 
the physical murderer, a man 
named Erwin Wrecker, who was 
sentenced to 15 years in jail. He 
was detected to have been in 
contacts with people in Bulgaria 
connected with SIC. The control 


over Dimitrov’s business in 
Bulgaria is split in pieces among 
other bosses including the 
Marguin Brothers and Zlatomir 
Ivanov (aka Zlatko Baretata). 

Sreten Josic: Serbian-Dutch 
Crime Boss Busted in Bulgaria 
During a special police operation 
on June 20, 2002, a man was 
arrested on the Vazrazhdane 
Square in Sofia after making 
a phone call to Holland. He 
proved to be Serbian mafia boss 
Sreten Josic. Josic (born 1962), 
also known as Joca Amsterdam, 
reached the top levels of the 
Serbian mafia in the Netherlands 
at the beginning of the 1990s. 
Josic was busted in Sofia over an 
arrest warrant of the Dutch police 
who had been wanting him for 
nine years. It turned out that he 
had been living in Bulgaria under 
a fake identity for four years, 
leaving the country numerous 
times by using 30 different 
passports. 

Shortly after that, Sreten Josic 
was extradited to the Netherlands 
for where he served a minor term 
and was then sent to Serbia four 
years later. In 2006, a Belgrade 
court released him on a EUR 300 
000 bail. 

Various rumors claim that Josic 
organized the murder of Poli 
Pantev in Aruba (some claim 
he was hired by SIC for that); 
he is also said to be connected 
with the murders of Vasil Iliev in 
1995, and of Milcho Bonev, aka 
Bai Mile - in 2004. One story 
has it that Bonev was the SIC 
representative working with Josic 
and took a large sum of money to 
help him escape from the arrest 
in Sofia before his transfer to the 
Netherlands. Bonev is said to 
have failed but kept the money, 
which led Josic to arrange his 
assassination from the Dutch 
prison. 

In 2009, Josic was arrested in 
Serbia over alleged involvement 


in the murder of Croatian 
journalist Ivo Pukanic. This is 
when he made his claims that in 
1998-2002 he was in Bulgaria 
under the protection of Boyko 
Borisov (current Bulgarian Prime 
Minister and Chief Secretary of 
the Interior Ministry in 2001- 
2005) and of football club owner 
Nikolay Gigov. 

Borisov has responded by saying 
Josic knew his name and wanted 
to implicate him in a scandal, 
and that he was the one who 
actually was responsible for his 
arrest. Unconfirmed reports say 
Josic issued a death sentence for 
Borisov because of that. 

The fact of the matter is that two 
of the most shocking gangland 
murders of Bulgarian mafia 
bosses happened on Dutch soil 
was a coincidence; the two 
murders happened in places 
where the killed Bulgarian 
gangsters felt more secure and 
were without bodyguards. 

Both murders happened in the 
period when Bulgaria saw a peak 
of gangland killings - late 1990s 

- early 2000s. The Sreten Josic 
case also made headlines in that 
period. It seems that Bulgarian 
organized crime never really set 
foot in the Netherlands in any 
large-scale way. 

Coincidence or not, however, 
the two Bulgarian mafia murders 
on Dutch soil - to the extent 
that they were noticed by the 
Dutch public (one of them was 
certainly noticed by dozens 
of witnesses on the Dam Square) 

- hardly contributed positively 
to the image of Bulgaria in the 
Netherlands.

iillll reanudara asistencia 
economica a Honduras 


TEGUCIGALPA (Reuters) - Estados Unidos 
reanudara la ayuda economica a Honduras, 
suspendida tras un golpe de Estado hace siete 
meses que dejo sin asistencia intemacional a 
la pobre nacion, dijo el viernes el embajador 
en Tegucigalpa. 

El hacendado conservador Porfirio Lobo 
asumio el miercoles como nuevo presidente 
de Honduras, que sufre por el corte de 
la ayuda intemacional en protesta por el 
golpe contra Manuel Zelaya en junio, por 
la paralisis en la actividad que genero ese 
conflicto politico y por el coletazo de la 
crisis mundial. 

“No es justo el aislamiento de Honduras. 
Nosotros estamos empezando ya a estudiar 
en Washington el procedimiento para 
reanudar nuestra asistencia economica”, 
dijo en meda de prensa junto a Lobo el 
embajador estadounidense Hugo Llorens. 
Washington habia suspendido la mayor 
parte de su ayuda anual de 100 millones de 
dolares a Honduras, uno de los paises mas 
pobres de America, y solo mantuvo fondos 
para ayuda humanitaria como medida de 
presion para que el Gobiemo de facto 
restituyera a Zelaya. 

El nuevo ministro de Finanzas, William 
Chong Wong, dijo el jueves que Honduras 
requiere del reconocimiento de las naciones 
que dieron la espalda al Gobiemo de facto 


tras el golpe de Estado para que se pueda 
reanudar la vital ayuda economica de los 
organismos financieros internacionales. 

Pero la gran mayoria de los paises del 
mundo no reconoce al Gobierno de Lobo 
porque las elecciones en las que gano fueron 
organizadas por el Gobierno de facto que 
sucedio a Zelaya. El nuevo Gobiemo de 
Honduras esta considerando la adopcion 
de un plan de emergencia para enfrentar el 
sombrio panorama de la economia, dijo un 
portavoz oficial a Reuters. 

La economia de Honduras se contrajo un 
2 por ciento en el 2009, una caida mayor 
incluso que cuando el huracan Mitch 
ocasiono en 1999 una devastacion estimada 
en 5.000 millones de dolares. 

Lobo dijo en la meda de prensa que la 
proxima semana quedara conformada una 
comision de la verdad que investigara los 
hechos previos y posteriores al golpe de 
Estado del 28 de junio. Estados Unidos ha 
presionado al Gobierno de Honduras para que 
se cumplan todos los puntos de un acuerdo 
firmado en octubre entre negociadores de 
Zelaya y el Gobierno de facto dirigido a 
poner fin a la crisis politica y que incluia 
la creacion de la comision de la verdad. 
Ese acuerdo, denominado Tegucigalpa-San 
Jose y alentado por Estados Unidos, fue 
desconocido despues por Zelaya.

BOGOTA (Reuters) - Un sismo de magnitud 4,6 sacudio 
el viernes la zona cafetera del centro de Colombia pero 
no causo victimas ni danos materiales, informo el 
Instituto Geofisico Nacional. 

El temblor se registro hacia las 12.52 hora local (1752 
GMT) y el epicentro fue localizado cerca al municipio 
de Argelia, en el departamento del Valle, ubicado en la 
Cordillera Occidental de los Andes, 230 kilometros al 
oeste de Bogota. 

El Instituto Geofisico revelo que el sismo tuvo una 
profundidad de 116 kilometros, lo que minimizo sus 
efectos. 

Un temblor de esa magnitud puede ocasionar danos 
graves en zonas densamente pobladas, de acuerdo con 
los expertos. 

El sismo se sintio en las ciudades de Manizales, Pereira, 
Armenia y Cali, en donde causo panico entre habitantes. 
La zona cafetera del centro de este pais sudamericano 
fue sacudida en enero de 1999 por un terremoto de 
magnitud 6,2 que dejo 1.230 muertos, cerca de 5.000 
heridos y 250.000 damnificados, en la peor tragedia 
natural del pais en mas de una decada.
